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N Bakersfield these days everyone is 

talking about cotton. It is the height 
of the season and San Joaquin Valley is 
producing a $200 million cotton crop 
this year. With 822,000 acres under cul- 
tivation in California and an average 
yield of more than 14 bales af cotton to 
the acre, this land is among the richest 
in the world, comparing favorably with 
the delta sections of the lower Nile and 
Mississippi Rivers. In 1953, 87% of all 
cotton grown in California came from 
the San Joaquin Valley, 


Teday in the great Central Valley 
areas, the compresses, the gins, and the 
cotton oil companies are going full blast, 
the sounds of their machinery being 
heard through the valley all night. The 
mechanical cotton pickers, which remove 
the cotton from the bush by suction, are 
filling their screen bins hour after hour. 
Cotton pickers are in the fields 12 hours 
daily, dragging their long canvas sacks 
behind them as they go down the seem- 
-inglyendless rows of cotton, plucking 
the -white~ tufts. The red and orange 
trucks of ‘PMT ‘are constantly. shuttling 

from the ficlds.to the compresses. Smells 
“of boiling ‘cottonseed -oil fill the © air. 
Smoke:from:scores ‘of mills rise in‘the

sky. Cotton brokers in Bakersfield hotels, 
cotton farmers around breakfast tables, 
railroad agents and shippers sitting in 
offices, all are talking about cotton. 
There is a feeling of excitement, of pros- 
perity, of getting-things-done in the air. 
Jv’s the cotton season in San Joaquin 
Valley. 

And in Arizona, too, cotton harvesting 
and ginning is at its peak. Estimates that 
a 1954-1955 season total of 730,000 ran- 
ning bales will be produced from 403,000 
acres. Because of favorable soil, irriga- 
tion, climate, long growing season, goed 
farming and harvesting, Arizona pro- 
duces more pounds of lint cotton per 
acre than any other state. Last year they 
produced 899 pounds per acre! 


Teamwork 


Our SP forces in both states are seeing 
to it that much of this cotton and its 
by-products are shipped via our lines, 
Working hand in glove with our trucking 
subsidiary, PMT, we enjoyed a nine mil- 
lion dollar revenue, hauling more than 
53,000 carloads of cotton throughout the 
system last year. PMT hauled 589,981 
bales of cotton from the Yuma, Phoenix 
and Picacho areas in Arizona and 848,- 
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675 bales from the San Joaquin Valley 
last season. 


In California it takes the crop about 
6 months to maiure fully and only one 
type of cotton is grown in this state. 
This is Acala 4-42, a long staple type. At 
the Department of Agriculture’s testing 
farm near Wasco, superior descendants 
of the original Acala cotton are being 
developed constantly. 

After the cotton is planted and has 
grown about 18 inches, many cotton 
farmers in San Joaquin Valley follow a 
curious but effective procedure. They 
hire the use af geese to go through their 
cotton fields. These geese eat the weeds 
around the cotton but do not iouch the 
cotton itself. Sometimes on the larger 
farms it is not unusual to see as many as 
a thousand geese placidly devouring the 
weeds. However, a goose can be used in 
this fashion for one season only. For 
some strange reason if it is allowed in 
the cotton fields the second year it ig- 
nores the weeds and eats the cotton! 


When it is time for the cotton te be 
picked, many farms are “de-foliated” by 
erop dusting airplanes. The planes fly

low over the cotton fields and spray them 
with a certain chemical that wilis the 
cotton leaves and iurns them dark 
brown. The chemical does not affect the 
cotton at all. When the leaves are brown 
the white cotton stands out sharply 
etched and the cotton pickers have a 
much easier time picking it. 


There are three basic parts of the cot- 
ton that are used: The cotton itself, the 
gray covering on the colton seed which 
is called “lintern,” and the seed. The cot- 
ton has a hundred uses; lintern is used 
for mattresses, automobile upholstery, 
carpets, mops, etc,, and the oif from the 
cotton seeds is used for cooking pur- 
poses, After ihe oil has been pressed 
from the kernel of the seed, the kernel 
(which is now in dry cake form) is 
mixed with the seed hulls and used for 
high protein cattle feed. 


After the cotton is picked, it is taken 
to the cotton gin where it is cleaned, 
combed, and pressed into loose Hat bales 
weighing approximately $00 pounds. 
with a density of 12 pounds per square 
foot. Involved mechanisms separate the 
lintern from the cotton and all the ditt,

An alarming situation has arisen on the western railroads, resulting 
from a decision by the Civil Aeronautics Board authorizing the Post ° 
Office Department to inaugurate on the West Coast the flying of three- 
cent first-class mail which heretofore moved on trains. 


Brotherhood Chairmen Urge 


This so-called “experimental” operation went into effect November 22 
between the following points: Seattle, Portland, Bend, Eugene, Medford, 
Klamath Falls, San Francisco, Oakland, Sacramento, Stockton, Modesto, 
Merced, Salinas, Fresno, Visalia, Bakersfield, Los Angeles and San Diego. 

Its immediate effect will be the removal of Railway Post Office cars on 
a number of Southern Pacific trains. The Company estimates this will 
cause a loss in mail revenue amounting to nearly $600,000 a year. 

We strongly urge all railroad men and women to write at once 
to their Congressmen and Senators, protesting the shifting of 
three-cent mail from railroads to airlines. 

The program on the West Coast is an expansion of a similar “ex- 
periment” which the Post Office Department has been conducting for the 
past year between New York and Chicago, and between Washington and 
Chicago, Later it was extended to include mail between those three cities 
and certain poinis in Florida. 

All this points to the conclusion that the program will be further 
expanded, Mail earnings on Southern Pacific amount to almost $16,- 
700,000 per year, the loss of which, of course, would threaten the very 
structure and existence of passenger train service, with resultant decrease 
in employment in all departments of the railroad, :

ECAUSE of an experiment by the 

Post Office Department, some 
Americans, perhaps without realizing it, 
have been sending letters between se- 
lected cities by air mail while paying 
only three cents. Others buying conven- 
tional six-cent air mail stamps have re- 
ceived no more service for their money 
than the fortunate mail users selected by 
the Post Office and air lines for special 
treatment. 


This has been the result of a little 
publicized venture by the Post Office 
people to see how it would work out if 
air lines, afler taking care of all paid-for 
air mail, filled their available space with 
regular so-called “surface mail” — the 
conventional three-cent letter, 

Ws fine for those who get airmail serv- 
ice for a three-cent stamp, but somewhat 
unfair for those who pay six cents for the 
same service. About all that can be said 
of a six-cent air-mail stamp in these se- 
Jected cities is that you can be sure if 
it’s six cents. 

Railroads Kicked Around 

With due regard for objectivity, it ap- 
pears that the railroads—those same rail- 
roads which this week, as a public sery- 
ice, agreed to halve their freight rates on 
hay in the drought areas—are getting 
another official kicking around. 

This all started a year ago, Sept. 8, 
1953, when the Postmaster General re- 
quested the Civil. Aeronautics Board to 
fix the compensation to be paid air lines 
participating in experimental -flymg -of 
certain surface mail between New York, 
Newark and Washington on one hand, 


and Chicago on the other. This, without | 


any notice, jeopardized a long-standing 
friendship between the railroads and the 
Past Office Department. 


Ii was to have been an experiment of 
one year’s duration, to end Sept. 30, 1954 
but Sept. 30 has come and gone; the ex- 
periment has broadened to other cities, 
and now the Post Office is asking that 
the C.A.B. fix regalar rates on this kind 
of service. Judiciously the C.A.B. has 
granted the Association of American 
Railroads the right to intervene in this 
rate-fixing business. 

Objectively viewing the situation, the 
Post Office Department is certainly act 
ing unconventionally. No authoritative 
determination of the public interest has 
been made in this “limited experiment.” 
Yet the plan is spreading to other cities, 
and apparently further expansions are 
contemplated. 

Between New York City and Chicago 
and Washington and Chicago railroad 
transportation of first-class mail has been 
almost eliminated, according to the 
AAR, This is an important revenue 
producing function counted on by the 
rail carriers. 

The railroads are required by Con: 
gress to.carry any and all mail offered to 
them. They must provide and maintain 
facilities for doing it. They have invested 
just under $1,000,000,000 in special mail- 
handling equipment in .order to live up 
to their agreement with the Post Office 
Department. .

About 85 per cent of all 
inter-city mail is handled by zail. For 
this lion’s share of service, the Post 
Office Department pays only 13 per cent 
of its total operating expenses, The re- 
maining 15 per cent of the mail not 
moved by rail required 87 per cent of 
the Post Office’s budget. 

For transportation of domestic air mail 
the air lines receive an average of 2% 
cents a piece, more than twenty times as 
muchas the 4 cent a piece paid to the 
railroads. 

For the fiscal year ending June 30, the 
Post :Office Department’s own report 
shows-that letters and packages moved 
by rail produced revenues of 575.4 mil- 
dion dollars and incurred expenses of 
513.5 -million dollars, producing an ex- 
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Yet air mail letters and cards pro- 
duced revenue of 94.5 million dollars, 
while ineurring expenses of 123.4 mil 
lion dollars to operate at a loss, a cost 
to the taxpayers of 28.9 million dollars.

HE annual fight which Portland 
division operating men wage against 
snow to kecp open the Cascade Line of 
the Shasta Route, particularly the 44- 
mile stretch between Cascade Summit 
and. Oakridge, will be graphically de- 
scribed in an article by Richard L. Neu- 
herger in the December 25 Saturday 
Evening Post, appearing on newsstands 
Dec. 22, Title will be “They’ve Been 
Ploughing Out The Railroad.” 
Elevation at Cascade Summit is only 
4840 feet high but due to a quirk of 
climate and geography. SP trackage in 
this region can be blanketed beneath 
10 or 12 feet of snow when other passes 
as far north as the Alaskan boundary 
are covered with less than two feet, Neu- 
berger ‘points. out. This is due to the 
fact that this area is exposed to soggy 
clouds that blow in from the nearby 
Oregon seacoast with chilling regularity, 
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Neuberger describes the spreaders, 
flangers, rotaries and other equipment 
that is used to keep the tracks open 
and tells incidents in the snowfighting 
lives of such well known Portland divi- 
sion men as L. P. Hopkins, superin- 
tendent; Louis Sinnar, road foreman of 
engines, who is captain of rotary flay- 
ship No. 7206; C. J. Riedel, trainmaster; 
Curtis Conner, roadmaster; Chuck 
Chambers, lineman, and others of the 
rugged crew of nearly 150 men who 
toil to keep.the tracks clear during snow 
storms. Life at Crescent Lake, division 
point, eight- miles south of Cascade 
Summit, is also described. 

Neuberger, who wrote the article early 
this year after a visit to the area during 
a heavy storm, is a nationally known 
writer and author of several..books.-He 
was elected a US senator from Oregon 
in the November 2-election. :

The Freight “raffie Department 


By W. G. PEOPLES, Vice Pres., System Freight Traffic 


1 is the responsibility of the Freight 
Traffic Department to sell the service 
provided by the Company at rates which 
will return adequate revenue for oper- 
ations, improvements and payment of 
dividends. Certainly this is an important 
responsibility. 

In the Traffic Departments the juris- 
diction of the Vice Presidents embraces 
the entire Southern Pacific transporta- 
tion system, including Southern Pacific’s 
Pacific Lines and T&NO Lines, and their 
subsidiaries, as well as the off-line or- 
ganizations in the United States, Canada 
and Mexico. 

The Freight Traffie organization con- 
sists of approximately 1200 officers and 
employes, of which about 200 function 
jointly on hoth freight and passenger 
work. Of these 1200, about 700 are on 
Pacific Lines, 250 on T&NO and 250 in 
the off-line organizations, including 16 
in Mexico and three in Canada. 

The primary functions of the Freight 
Traffic Department are, as previously in- 
dicated, the pricing of our service and 
securing of business. These primary 
functions involve a wide range of ac- 
tivities. 

Assisting the Vice President in his 
immediate organization-are an Assistant 
Vice President and an Assistant to Vice 
President. 


Rates: and Divisions 
On ‘Pacific Lines the handling of rate 
and division questions is conducted un- 


Freight Traffic Manager, Rates and Di- 
yisions, who reports to the Vice Presi- 
dent, System Freight Trafic. The pub- 
lished rates are the basis for charges 
collected from the shippers and receivers 
of freight and the amount of our divi- 
sion is the measure of the revenue we 
earn from joint rates. Therefore, as 
freight revenue is the major source of 
our earnings, the question of rates and 
divisions which produce this revenue is 
an important one. 

Generally speaking, rate adjustments 
stem from three sources: namely, those 
requested by shippers which are based 
largely on their economic needs or 
market competitive conditions; those in- 
itiated by carriers 10 meet carrier com- 
petitive conditions which to a large ex- 
tent consist of motor carricr and water 
carrier competition; and those resulting 
from formal orders of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and state tegu- 
latory bodies. 

In an organization as Jarge as South- 
ern Pacific Company, we are confronted 
with a tremendous variety of problems 
and competitive influences requiring a 
yery substantial staff of trained rate of- 
ficers and employes to deal with these 
situations and to maintain necessary 
contacts with interested shippers and re- 
ceivers, 

By requirement of law, rate adjust- 
ment work is done through jurisdic- 
tional bureau organizations consisting of 
rail carriers serving the territory in- 
volved. There are three such bureaus in 
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which the Pacific Lines are directly in- 
volved; namely, the Transcontinental 
Freight Bureau with headquarters at 
Chicago; the Pacific Southcoast Freight 
Bureau with headquarters at San Fran- 
cisco, and the North Pacific Coast 
Freight Bureau with headquarters in 
Seattle. 

In the immediate organization of the 
General Freight Traffic Manager, Rates 
and Divisions, there are five Assistant 
Freight Traffic Managers who are as- 
signed responsibility for supervision of 
different phases of rate and division 
work. One handles division questions. 
Another handles commerce work, which 
is the defense of formal complaints filed 
by shipper interests with regulatory 
bodies. Another handles the transcon- 
tinental rate subjects and attends the 
quarterly meetings of the Freight Traffic 
Managers’ Committee of the Transcon- 
tinental Freight Bureau at Chicago. An- 
other handles Joint North Coast-South 
Goast rate subjects and attends the bi- 
monthly meetings of the Joint Commit- 
tee which are held alternately at San 
Francisco and Seattle. Another handles 
tariff publication questions and general 
rate subjects not otherwise specifically 
assigned. 


Territorial Officers 

The five senior territorial traffic of- 
ficers located at San Francisco, Port- 
land, Los Angeles, Phoenix and El Paso 
have the responsibility for handling rate 
questions locally in or between their re- 
spective territories and report to the 
General Freight Traffic Manager, Rates 
and divisions, on these subjects. The 
monthly meetings of the local Freight 
Traffic Committee of the North Pacific 
Coast Freight Bureau are held at Seattle 
at which the Southern Pacific Company 
is represented by the General Freight 
‘Agent at Portland. The regular monthly 
meéting of the Freight Traffic Commit. 
tee of the Pacific Southcoast Freight Bu- 
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reau is held at San Francisco and South- 
ern Pacific Company is represented by 
the General Freight Agent at San Fran- 
cisco. Special meetings of the South- 
ern California Freight Traffic Committee 
of the Pacific Southcoast Freight Bu- 
reau are held at Los Angeles, usually 
monthly, at which subjects involving 
loca] adjustments in Southern California 
are handled and Southern Pacific Com- 
pany is represented by a rate officer at 
Los Angeles. 


The success or failure of a railroad 
lies in intelligent and practical adjust- 
ment of rates which will obtain and hold 
business in competition with other rail- 
roads and other forms of transportation, 
and afford a fair return over and above 
the out-of-pocket cost of handling. Ob- 
viously, we could haul the maximum 
amount of tonnage which the physical 
plant is capable of handling, but if we 
cannot do it at a profit, it would only be 
a question of time before we would 
be bankrupt. 


Industrial 

An important phase of our activity is 
the Jocating of industries on our rails; 
that is, to induce an industry to select 
a location and install a spur track which 
is served exclusively by Southern Pacific 
Company. This gives us a definite ad- 
vantage in our efforts to secure our 
maximum haul on the industry's traffic 
as we provide the terminal service at the 
plant. 


The Manager of Industrial Develop- 
ment, Pacific Lines, has his headquarters 
in San Francisco and reports to the Vice 
President, System Freight Traffic. In ad- 
dition to the manager, the Industrial De- 
partment consists of an Industrial Agent, 
three Assistant Industrial Agents and 
staff, with headquarters at.San Fran- 
cisco; and.a General Industrial Agent, 
two Industrial Agents, two Assistant In- 
dustrial Agents and staff, at ‘os An- 


geles. “Also, the Freight ‘Traffic -Man-: 


ager,’ Portland; General Freight Agents 
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at Phoenix and El Paso, and District 
Freight Agents in the various territories, 
handle industrial matters in their dis- 
tricts and territories, along with other 
duties. 


The Manager of Industrial Develop- 
ment has general supervision over de- 
velopment of industrial property, includ- 
ing locating of industries, industrial 
track development, sale and lease of rail 
and other track material, questions con- 
cerning industrial packing houses, sta- 
tion facilities, track scales, physical con- 
dition of stock corrals and public facili- 
ties, as well as construction and aban- 
donment of branch-line trackage, and 
lease or purchase of company property. 


Perishable Traffic 

The Perishable Freight Trafic Man- 
ager in San Francisco also reports to 
the Vice President, System Freight Trai- 
fic. He has general supervision for Pa- 
cific Lines of questions relating to per- 
ishable freight trafic (other than live- 
stock), including schedules and Pacific 
Fruit Express service matters. Pacific 
Fruit Express Company is the refriger- 
ator car department of the railroad, and 
is jointly owned by Southern Pacific and 
Union Pacific. The Perishable Freight 
Traffic organization maintains a close 
watch on individual movements into 
California concentration points, Rose- 
ville and Colton, and on fruit-block per- 
formance, and in cooperation with the 
Operating Department is able to main- 
tain a high standard of service. 

This organization is also the liaison 
organization between Southern Pacific 
and Pacific Fruit Express Company con- 
cerning all PFE activities in which we 
are vitally interested. These include 
PFE contracts for icing service, matters 
pertaining to construction of new equi 
ment, car repair programs, prompt dis- 
tribution of empty cars to seasonal load- 
ing territories; in fact, all PFE activi- 
ties involving direct or indirect handling 
of ‘perishable business..-In addition, it

assists in tracing and expediting indi- 
vidual movements of perishable com- 
modities requiring such handling. It also 
assists the various freight traffic districts 
in the solicitation of this business. 


Freight Claim Department 

Loss and damage claims are at best 
a vexatious problem to both shippers 
and carricrs and failure to handle them 
promptly and properly can result in Joss 
of trafic from our line. 

A Freight Claim Agent, headquartered 
in San Francisco, reports to Vice Presi- 
dent, System Freight Traffic. Basically, 
it ig the function of Freight Claim De- 
partment to: 

(1) Arrange and preserve harmonious 
relationships with our patrons by ac- 
cording them prompt and equitable 
handling of freight loss and damage 
claims within limitations imposed on all 
carriers; 


(2) Maintain similar relationships 
with our connecting carriers, including 
the establishment of uniformity in claim 
settlement procedures with our competi- 
tors and others; 

(3) Secure disposition, whenever pos- 
sible, of refused and unclaimed ireight, 
both carload and less carload; 

(4) Collect from other carriers 
amounts paid by Southern Pacific for 
their account under obligations imposed. 
on us in Bill of Lading Contract Terms 
and Conditions, as an originating er de- 
livering carrier; 

{5} Review and ascertain if proper 
the charges made against our lines by~ 
other carriers who have settled a claim, 
a portion or all of which may be due 
from us; 

(6) Direct and effect disposal of ship- 
ments involved in train accidents, fires, 
ete, and arrange that notification be 
given shippers and consignees; 

(7) Cooperate with other depart- 
ments, such as assisting wherever pos- 
sible in the efforts to prevent Joss and 
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damage; with the Auditor and the 
Treasurer in protecting outstanding in- 
debtedness to the Company where pos- 
sible to do so in applying monies due 
on claims; in preparation of cases cov- 
ering freight claims which are involved 
in lawsuits; and with Purchasing De- 
partment in connection with salvaging 
of freight which is damaged and rejected 
as salvage, 

Besides San Francisco, Freight Claim 
offices are maintained at Los Angeles, 
Phoenix, and New York City. 

The foregoing has dealt with officers 
handling specialized subjects. The fol- 
lowing deals with our territorial] organ- 
izations: 

On the Pacific Lines west of El Paso 
the Freight Traffic organization is di- 
vided into five districts, each of which 
is headed by a senior traffic officer who 
has supervision over freight traffic ques- 
tions in his district. These officers re- 
port directly to Vice President, System 
Freight Traffic, on all questions except 
rates and divisions and to General 
Freight Traffic Manager, Rates and Di- 
visions, on those subjects. 

The Freight Traffic Manager at San 
Francisco is in charge of the Central 
District, which is divided into 10 dis- 
tricts supervised by District Agents who 
report to him. The Foreign Freight 
Agent located at San Francisco and the 
off-line General Agent at Salt Lake City 
also report to him. He is also General 
Freight Agent of the Northwestern Pa- 
cific Railroad. 

‘ The Freight Traffic Manager at Port- 
land is in charge of the Northern Dis 
trict, which is divided into five districts 
supervised by District Agents reporting 
to him, Off-line General Agents -at Se- 
attle, Spokane and Vancouver, B.C., also 
report.to him. 

The Freight Traffic: Manager: at Los 
Angeles is in charge of the Southern 
District, which is-divided into nine -dis- 
tricts supervised by District Agents re- 
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porting to him. The General Freight 
Agent of Pacific Electric Ry. at Los An- 
geles and the Traffic Manager of San 
Diego and Arizona Eastern at San Diego 
also report to him. 

The General Freight and Passenger 
Agent at Phoenix is in charge of the 
Arizona District, which is divided into 
two districts under supervision of Dis- 
trict Agents reporting to him. 

The Gencral Freight Agent at El Paso, 
is in charge of the New Mexico Dis- 
trict. 

The Freight Traffic organization on 
the Texas and New Orleans Ry. is di- 
rected by a Freight Trafic Manager at 
Houston. This organization is divided 
into four districts, cach of which are un- 
der the supervision of a General Freight 
Agent reporting to him. These districts 
are sub-divided into Traflic Agencies 
which are supervised by District Agents. 

We maintain’ an off-line organization 
with headquarters in Chicago, under su- 
pervision of a General Traffic Manager 
who handles both freight and passenger 
matters and reports te the Vice Presi- 
dents of System Freight and Passenger 
Traffic. This General Traffic Manager is 
responsible for protecting Southern Pa- 
cific System Lines’ interest in 37 states 
and the District of Columbia. In addi- 
tion, the organization represents System 
Lines in eastern Canada. 

From a freight traffic standpoint the 
principal functions of off-line traffic rep- 
resentatives are to handle sales, service, 
rate and industrial matters with shippers 
and receivers originating or terminating 
trafie in the states served by Southern 
Pacific Lines, or whe have plants in 
Southern Pacific Lines’ -territory with 
general offices of such firms or offices 
controlling traffic located in off-line ter- 
titory. They also take care of many 
transportation needs of .our ‘customers, 
‘including assistance in. making traveling 
arrangements for shippers and receivers 
located in off-line territory who-have oe- 
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casion to make business or personal trips 
to on-line territory and in being helpful 
in a similar manner to patrons located 
on-line and making trips to off-line ter- 
ritery, An additional function of the 
off-line organization is to maintain 
friendly contacts in developing satisfac- 
tory relationships with other railroads 
for the purpose of securing their maxi- 
mum support for Southern Pacific. 


A subject that is uppermost in the 
minds of all of us is the promotion of 
new industry along our lines, and in this 
connection, both the on-line and off-line 
organizations work very closely together 
and keep each other informed of any 
information of interest which comes to 
their attention involving location of new 
industrial plants and additions to ex- 
isting plants, 

The off-line eastern organization is 
divided into two territories: a Freight 
Traffic Manager at Chicago, in charge 
of the Midwest territory which includes 
11 traffic agencies reporting to him; and 
a Freight Traffic Manager at New York, 
in charge of the Eastern territory which 
includes nine traffic agencies reporting 
to him. 


Offices are maintained in Mexico at 
Mexico City, Guadalajara, Monterrey, 
under the supervision of a General Traf- 
fic Manager—Mexican District, Mexico 
City, who reports to the Vice Presidents 
of System Freight and Passenger Traffic. 


Traffic Handled 

During the year 1953—which was a 
record year in freight revenue earned 
by the Pacific Lines and the TENO— 
our two Transportation System prop- 
erties—we handled 2,850,000 carloads 
of freight for shippers who routed their 
trafic-via our lines, 

‘Including our own company materials 
required for the operation of our rail- 
road, for building freight cars, for main- 
tenance of roadway and equipment, and 
so .on, we handled: well over 3 million 
carloads ‘of freight. 
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Every company of any size has to 
have a budget—or it will not stay in 
business very long. To prepare our Com- 
pany’s budget, our President, Operating 
Vice President and General Auditor 
have to know how much money we are 
geing to get into our Treasury. 


All of our Freight Traffic people are 
“budget conscious.” We know the im- 
portance of making our forecasts as 
accurate as possible so that the Com- 
pany’s budget plans will not be upset 
too much by failure of revenue to be as 
good as we estimate. 


In order to estimate what our revenue 
is going to be it is necessary for us to 
know, in considerable detail, what the 
economic trends are in our country, in 
Canada and Mexico, and to some extent 
in foreign areas; also to know what bus- 
inessmen are planning and what their 
intentions will mean when translated 
into carloads of freight to he shipped 
by them. 

To enable us to determine what the 
plans of industry, commerce and agri- 
culture are for a month or year ahead, 
we follow two courses of study and 
analysis: 

We constantly review all the known 
sources of information from which we 
can determine economic trends, and we 
analyze this data to determine what 
effect these trends are going to have on 
business, and how they will affect the 
shipping of various classes of com- 
modities. 

For information concerning economic 
trends we rely upon the periodic reports 
issued by various Government depart. 
ments such as the Departments of Com- 
merce and Agriculture, and upon statis- 
tical summaries such as the report issued 
monthly by the Council of Economic 
Advisors, for use of the President, the 
Congress and other Government depart- 
ments. 

We receive the monthly reports of the 
Federal Reserve Banks, and from New 
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York banks which maintain a large staff 
of economic analysts, such as the Na- 
tional City Bank and the Chase National 
Bank. We study the trends of the indi- 
vidual industrial segments of our econ- 
omy such as the trend of automobile 
sales and production—of building activ- 
ities—of mining operations—and so on. 

Not only do we analyze the many 
trade journals which relate to all these 
activities, but we have a vast amount of 
information come to our attention daily, 
weekly, and monthly from the reports 
of our own nationwide traffic forces, as 
well as from other departments of the 
railroad. 

The second course of study we use to 
make our forecasis of freight revenue 
is to determine from our freight traffic 
representatives in the field—that is, from 
those who call upon the individual ship- 
pers—what those firms expect to ship 
during period for which we are making 
our forecast. 

These hundreds of individual esti- 
mates are assembled by our District and 
General agencies and forwarded to the 
Freight Traffic Managers, who consoli- 
date the data. When the field estimates 
have been furnished us, we are prepared 
to go to work on the forecast for the 
entire Pacific Lines and T&NO systems. 

Making the forecasts is only one-half 
of the forecasting job. The other half 
is keeping track of how close revenues 
come to the forecast. fo do this, we keep 
daily, weekly and monthly records of 
catloadings by commodities, charts 
showing trends and comparisons with 
previous years, records of revenues by 
commodities, and so forth. Every day 
we know approximately how much 
revenue we have earned on the preced- 
ing day’s business! 

According to the Stanford Research 
Institute, we have a pretty good record 
in the accuracy of our forecasts—better 
than is generally expected in company 
forecasts ‘of revenue. On the average we 
have been-off less than 5 per cent. 
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These are times of rapidly changing 
methods of production and of business 
practices, which changes are being ac- 
celerated under increasing competitive 
conditions now that accumulated post- 
war demands have largely been satisfied. 
The railroads are having to he especially 
alert to keep pace with these changes 
in meeting new transportation needs of 
shippers. Severe competition is making 
all of us of the Southern Pacific more 
cognizant of our “inherent advantage” 
and we are doing our best to do some- 
thing about it, particularly in the way 
of improving our equipment, service and 
rate structure so as to attract traffic that 
is desirable and will return a profit. 

One of the problems which besets us 
is the serious and ever-increasing threat 
of truck competition. 

The increasing competition of motor 
carriers, who are gradually consolidating 
into larger and more effective units, has 
required that we expand the activities 
of the Pacific Metor Trucking Co., which 
has already been described. 


Everybody Plays a Part 

Your Freight Trafic Department is 
charged with the responsibility of pro- 
curing freight traffic, the revenue from 
which is the life blood of the railroad. 
But in the final analysis all of us have 
a vital interest in the- success of our 
railroad. Along with fast schedules, 
modern equipment and a competitive 
price evel, our shippers expect cour- 
teous and prompt service. In that re- 
spect, everyone on ‘the railroad is a 
salesman. For the final results of -our 
ability to hold the -business which our 
traffic forces get depends upon the way 


all of us answer our phones, the -tone’ 


of our letters, our careful handling of 
freight to eliminate costly. claims and 
our personal contacts with ‘friends -out- 
side. the railroad. 

In short, the continued success of ‘our 
business depends ‘upon teamwork among 
all of us. mae

We're Going to Get 163 


More New Diesel Units 
OUTHERN PACIFIC has placed or- 


ders for another 163 diesel loco- 
motive units to go into service in the 
first five months of next year, raising 
total diesel horsepower on the railroad 
to more than 214 million. 

Within the last six months our com- 
pany has authorized expenditures of 
around $30,000,000 for diesel motive 
power alone, raising the total postwar 
investment in 1,520 diesel units to ap- 
proximately $245,000,000. 

The new locomotives will be pur- 
chased from Electro-Motive Division of 
General Motors Corporation, from Amer- 
ican Locomotive Company and from 
“General Electric Company. 

The new diesel units, first of which 
‘are ‘scheduled for factory release this 
month, will:be placed in service through- 
out the Transportation System. At latest 
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count diesel locomotives were handling 
85 per cent of our gross ton-miles of 
freight, 78 per cent of passenger train 
miles, and 81 per cent of yard switching 
service,

SP People Break Records in Generous 
Response to Charity Campaign Appeals 


se icTORy” is the word for the 
efforts of Southern Pacific men 
and women on behalf of charitable 
campaigns recently conducted at major 
points on Pacific Lines, 

Whether United Crusade, United 
Fund, Community Chest or other desig- 
nations, the appeals met with an un- 
precedented response from employes 
from Portland to El Paso. 

In round figures, amount subscribed 
this year to these worthy causes by: our 
fellow workers was $221,000 as against 
$124,000 in 1953; or an approximate 
gain of $97,000 this year. 

The results not only speak for. them- 
selves but reflect a spirited effort made 
up-of three basic fundamentals: organi- 
zation, enthusiasm and just plain hard 
work. The: organization started weeks 
in -advance “of -the .actual campaigns. 
Under direction’ of division superintend- 


ents, campaign chairmen :were’ selected. 


They ‘in turn: appointed , team: captains 
from the ‘various departments -and ‘crafts 
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and these team captains selected suffi- 
cient team members to carry out a 
person-to-person solicitation on behalf 
of the individual campaigns. There fol- 
Jowed a period of instruction and train- 
ing to be sure that solicitors knew the 
full story of the charitable enterprises 
they were supporting. And then came 
the real work: the patient day-to-day 
effort of sceing that every railroader 
was approached in a salesmantike man- 
ner. 


There was no untoward pressure “in 
this widespread campaign. It was just a 
matter of railroaders approaching their 


‘fellow “employes and explaining “the 


charitable needs of their communities. 


Because‘of the hundreds of people ‘in- 
volved in this all-out eflort, it” is im- 
possible ’.to single ‘out ‘individuals - for 
praise of ‘the results obtained.’ Everyone 
‘who had anything to do with the organi- 
zation ‘and ‘solicitation work should feel 


@ sense -of “personal -pride ‘in’ knowing © 
“that ‘they ‘played ‘an ‘important part ‘in 
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aiding underprivileged children, indig- 
ent oldsters and, in general, making 
their communities better places in which 
to live and work.

July, 1928 Bulletin: 
PROPOSE BRIDGE 


As another step forward in establish- 
ing a great double-track transconti- 
nental short line between San Francisco 
and all points east, Southern Pacific 
proposes to build a bridge across Sui- 
sun Bay to take the place of the large 
ferry boats which now transfer trains 
between Port Costa and Benicia. The 
announcement was made May 31 by 
President William Sproule, 

Costing between eleven and twelve 
million dollars, the proposed bridge will 
be one of the outstanding railroad struc- 
tures of the world and will not be ex- 
ceeded in its carrying capacity by any 
bridge in the country. 

Certain sections of the present track 
will, be realigned and double . track 
approaches built to each end of the 
bridge, as well as double track between 
Port Costa and Martinez. A result of 
these changes will be that Overland and 
Shasta Route trains will pass through 
Martinez and then over the bridge.
